MillerCoors’ master brewer spills to 
RedEye about Chicago’s new test beer

The story behind Batch 19, the new “pre-Prohibition-style 
lager” from MillerCoors, seems almost too quaint to 
be true. The statement detailing the new brew reads: 

“Beer drinkers curious about what beer tasted like 
before Prohibition now have their chance to find out 
thanks to a recent discovery of a 91-year-old, authentic 
pre-Prohibition recipe.” 

Well, you can’t rely on marketing-speak to tell the 
whole story We got the real story from master brewer 
Keith Villa, who told us that although the discovery of the 
aforementioned recipe wasn’t exactly recent, it is true.

When we heard about Batch 19, we 
thought, sure, that sounds like a 
nice story for marketing purposes, 
but is it really true? 

You could easily create something 
where marketing people would just 
come up with a story like this out 
of thin air, but this truly does have 
authenticity In the late 1990s, a col- 
league and I were looking through 
the archives of the Coors Brewing 
Company In 1919 when beer was 
banned ... breweries went out of 
business, brewing recipes were lost, 
or so we thought until we saw these 
actual logbooks dating back to 
before Prohibition. 

The website for Batch 19 says the 
recipe was discovered in 2004 
because of a fiood in the archives. 

Well, we discovered {the logbook] 
in about 1998 or 1999, and my col- 
league and I were looking through it 


and trying to re-create some of the 
recipes, but it was never a big prior- 
ity until 2004, when we had a small 
flood in the archives. The flood 
didn’t damage any of the logbooks 
in there, but it easily could have 
destroyed everything. We said, we 
better really get into this and try to 
re-create something. 

What does this iogbook look like? 

It’s a black bound book, the spine 
is splitting a little bit, and on the 
front it says “Brew Records, A. 

Coors Company” That was for Adolf 
Coors Company As you open it up, 
you start seeing the recipes they 
used back them. Y)u see how many 
pounds of barley malt they used, the 
actual water, the cooking times, it’s all 
speUed out. You could see how they 
would just keep brewing and if they 
didn’t reach their alcohol or whatever, 
they’d make changes and try again. 


It’s a fascinating piece of history The 
very first day in this book is October 
1913. We couldn’t find any earlier re- 
cords. When Prohibition started, you 
could see that the brewers switched 
to making malted milk and non- 
alcoholic beer. Fortunately in 1933, 
Prohibition was repealed and brew- 
ing made a comeback ... but when 
{brewing] came back, it really was 
different because the beer was lighter, 
and it gradually became lighter and 
lighter over the course of 60 to 
70 years. Most Americans wanted a 
more refreshing, lighter beer. 

Where can we get it? 

It’s only draft right now in four test 
markets. There’s Chicago ... {and] 
the other test markets, which are 
Milwaukee, Washington, D.C., and 
San Francisco. 

Will we ever see Batch 19 in bottles 


or other cities? 

It’s only in test markets now 
{because] our marketing and sales 
people want to see, is there truly a 
market for this? Do people like it? 
Because it is a bold flavor, it may be 
too much for people. We’re making 
it in small quantities now and if 
there’s a need, we’ll scale up. 

We hear you actually have a Ph.D. 
in brewing. Is that for real? 

I went to Belgium to get my doctor- 
ate at the University of Brussels, 
specifically the Flemish-speaking 
campus. I got a lot of experience in 
the traditional ways how Europeans 
brewed beer. When you translate
